Repairs planned for 
Aprile Field

WILMINGTON — During 
Monday’s Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen meeting, the 
town administration announ- 
ced plans to repair and revi- 
talize the softball field at 
Aprile Field. 

The project consists of com- 
pletely removing and re- 
placing the chain link back- 
stop, the complete removal 
and replacement of the dug- 
out areas, installation of new 
dugout benches, the removal 
_ of the current sand and clay 
- infield and replacement with 
softball clay material, infield 
dimensional corrections and 
laser grading, and installa- 
tion: of new sod to transition 
into the existing grass out- 
field. 

It.is.that last item which 
may cause trouble for people 
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hoping to use Aprile Park in 
the near future. Setting sod is 
a process that can take 
months to complete, and 
members of the Board of 
Selectmen expressed concern 
that this new installation 


might frustrate people hop-, 


ing to use the field in the fall. 

“I’m concerned about activ- 
ity going on down there while 
this is going to be worked 
on,” said chairwoman Judy 
O’Connell. “Certainly I’m all 
for seeing people out there 
playing a game and partici- 
pating in community sports, 
but I’m assuming there’s a 
discussion between Michael 
Woods [Director of Public 
Works] and the recreation 
department about field 
usage.” 

Assistant Town Manager 
Kendra Amaral confirmed 
that Public Works, Recrea- 
tion, and the School depart- 
ments have been in contact 
with one another. 

“We’re anticipating that as 
soon as the sod goes down 
the field is going to have to 
take a rest,” Amaral said. 
“That’s why we’re aiming for 
the fall for this project.” 

Per a memo sent to Town 
Manager Jeffrey Hull by 
Woods, the fencing work will 
be begin on September 6 with 
the in-field work scheduled to 
start the ae week. 


sue,” Sullivan said. “We 
haven’t had any reports of 
biting or aggressive dogs, 
we just want owners to pick 
up after them.

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Selectmen briefed 
on water testing

WILMINGTON — Continu- 
ing with a months-long pro- 
cess to test all school water 
fixtures for lead and copper, 
the Wilmington town admin- 
istration applied for a grant 
to the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) to help 
create a database to track 
information on Wilmington’s 
water fixtures. 

As established by the En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) and the DEP, 
an “action level” is not a 
maximum contaminant level. 
The Action Level for lead is 
15 parts per billion (ppb), 
and four taps were found to 
be slightly in excess. 

Recent tests on 92 fixtures 
found that water from 23 fix- 
tures in the West, Shaw- 
sheen, and Boutwell schools 
had lead levels at or above 
the Action Level. The fix- 
tures will be either replaced 
or shut down completely. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Mary DeLai stated in June 


that the town’s water supply 
did not have lead contamina- 
tion and any presence of 
lead in the school fountains 
were due to the older pipes 
in the buildings themselves. 

This was reiterated and 
confirmed by — Assistant 
Town Manager Kendra 
Amaral in Monday’s meet- 
ing. She stated that the 
town’s water supply is rou- 
tinely tested as a matter of 
state requirement. 

Per Amaral, over 240 water 
fixtures have now been test- 
ed over the past three 
months. 

Much of the testing has 
been performed free-of- 
charge by the National 
Water Resources Association 
(NWRA). The replacement 
of suspicious fixtures is coy- 
ered by the pre-existing fa- 
cilities budget. 

“I know this was a very 
concerted effort,” said chair= 
woman Judy O’Connell. 

Responding to a question 
by Selectman Kevin Caira; 
Amaral confirmed that the 
survey was now extending fo 
include all public buildings 
with water fixtures.

Keogan held without bail for arson threats

BOSTON — Arson threats 
have landed Wilmington man 
Patrick Keogan in the hot 
seat, as a federal judge ruled 
that he be held without bail 
after finding probable cause 
that he allegedly made 
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threats on Facebook to burn 
two mosques. 

Keogan was arrested in 
early August for allegedly 
going onto the Facebook 
page of the Islamic Society of 
Boston Cultural Center’s 
Facebook page and posted an 
image of a burning mosque. 
Superimposed over the image 
were the words “Burn your 
local mosque.” 

On Friday, a probable cause 
hearing was held before U.S. 
District Court Magistrate 
Judge Jennifer C. Boal. The 
hearing had been postponed 
a week after Keogan’s attor- 
ney requested more time to 
prepare for the hearing. 

Boal found probable cause 
to charge Keogan with al- 
legedly making threats to 
injure others and to damage 
or destroy a building by 
means of fire.

When there is less money coming in (in 
earnings), there is extra interest in 
paying out less money in taxes.

If found guilty, Keogan is 
facing a sentence of no great- 
er than ten years, three years 
supervised release, and a fine 
of $250,000. 

Keogan’s seemingly vio- 
lent attitudes towards Mus- 
lims apparently goes back 
years. Federal investigators 
unearthed posts from as far 
back as 2013, allegedly show- 
ing Keogan cheering on the 
destruction of mosques and 
the endangerment of Mus- 
lim-American lives. 

Keogan was arrested last 
month after he allegedly 
made multiple threats on- 
line to burn down mosques 
and harm Muslims. 

“Somewhere out there is an 
unknown hero,” Keogan is 
alleged to have written after 
a 2013 attack on a Missouri 
mosque. “The people’s cham- 
pion. A true God amongst 
mortal men. May your days 
be many & troubles be few 
my good man.” 

Keogan has previously been 
convicted for drunk driving 
and for assault and battery 
with a dangerous weapon. 

He is forbidden from pos- 
sessing firearms or ammu- 
nition, but federal agents 
linked him to a gun store in 
New Hampshire where he 
allegedly purchased ammu- 
nition. 

Keogan also allegedly 
made multiple posts on 
Facebook which demonstrat- 
ed his ongoing purchasing of 
firearms and ammunition. 


Selectmen discuss 
Fourth of July costs

WILMINGTON — Chan- 
ges may be in store for the 
annual Fourth of July cele- 
bration, as was revealed 
during Monday’s Board of 
Selectmen meeting. 

Per a financial report pre- 
sented by Assistant Town 
Manager Kendra Amaral, 
the town bore the cost of 
$50,480.08 for the Fourth of 
July celebration. 

Much of that cost was 
related to personnel. The 
costs came out to $31,043.84 
for police, $12,633.88 for 
public works, $3,310.18 for 
fire, $350.15 for public build- 
ings, and an additional 
$3,147.03 to public works for 
equipment. 

Of that cost, the town 
recouped $31,282, thanks to 
a deal with Fiesta Shows to 
pay the town $1,455 per 
hour that the carnival oper- 
ated. 

This brought the net 
expense to $19,202.58. 

As explained by Amaral, 
this was actually a greatly 
reduced expense from what 
the town is accustomed to 
for this event. In years past, 
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it was the Fourth of July 
Committee that entered 
into the agreement and 
recouped much of the dif- 
ference, with the balance 
going towards the next 
year’s event. 

This year, the Board of 
Appeals struck down the 
Fourth of July Committee’s 
petition to move the carni- 
val back to the Town 
Common, and the only way 
for the carnival to go for- 
ward was for the Town of 
Wilmington itself to assume 
ownership for the event. 

“There was discussion of 
impact on the neighbors 
and containing [the carni- 
val],” Amaral said. “We 
were on Town Common for 
a number of years at the 
old High School, so we were 
not necessarily abutting 
against any residents in the 
area. When we came back 
to the Common, it switched 
over to the other side, clos- 
er to the Swain.” 

Amaral stated that the 
final numbers, provided by 
Town Manager Jeffery 
Hull, did not reflect the 
budget for fireworks. 
Amaral did not have 
specifics, but estimated 
that the cost ranged 


between $10-20,000. The 
Fourth of July Committée 
was responsible for the fire- 
works, and because ° the 
committee did not receive 
any revenue from, ‘this 
year’s celebration, they.no 
longer have the stanteup 
money for next year’s: dis- 
play. 

While Chairwoman‘ - Judy 
O’Connell offered nothing 
but praise for the Fourth of 
July Committee, she and 
the other Selectmen 
expressed the belief. ‘that 
the new financials merited 
a longer and more involved 
conversation about the 
future of how the carnival 
and fireworks were handled 
in Wilmington. 

“Without question, the vol- 
unteers are the ones. who 
made this happen,” 
O’Connell said. “I wantito 
get some ideas, short.term 
and long term, abouti.what 
the Town Manager bélieves 
should be the future for the 
carnival.” fEBY 

The question of whether 
or not the town should: take 
direct financial control over 
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the carnival going forward. - / 


was not resolved at. that 
meeting, as the Selectmen 
repeatedly stated that they 
were mulling over options 
and needed to have much 
longer and detailed conver- 
sations with Hull and the 
other concerned parties 
before taking any action.

Middlesex Sheriff’s Office 
warns of arrest scam 


MEDFORD — The Mid- 


dlesex Sheriff’s Office 
(MSO) is warning residents 
of ongoing telephone scams 
in which perpetrators are 
posing as deputy sheriffs. 

“In recent days, we have 
received multiple reports of 
individuals threatening ar- 
rest for failure to pay out- 
standing bills or fines,” said 
Middlesex Sheriff Peter J. 
Koutoujian. “These are 
scams. No member of this 
office, or any legitimate law 
enforcement agency, will 
ever threaten arrest in such 
a manner.” 

In each case, the caller 
claimed to be a deputy sher- 
iff, providing the recipient of 


the call with a name and 
badge number, and indicat- 
ing either a warrant or a 
complaint had been issued 
for the individual’s arrest. 
Fortunately, in each of the 
recent cases reported to the 
Middlesex Sheriff’s Office, 
the recipients of the calls 
recognized them as scams. 
“For more than two years 
we have been warning resi- 
dents of these growing 
arrest scams,” said Sheriff 
Koutoujian. “It used.to be 
that scammers preyed on 
people’s hopes, but today 
they are preying on their 
fears. By educating and 
alerting residents to these 
scams they can better pro-

Heat and flood news 
takes toll on many

This column will focus on a 
couple of issues this week, 
beginning with the weather 
impact and second with the 
method of testing our stu- 
dents. Several communities in 
Town Crier land have water 
restrictions in place with 
many local yards burned to a 
crisp, leaving the lawnmow- 
ers in the back yard sheds, 
while reservoirs are impacted 
by the heat and obvious use 
of water. 

We take so much for grant- 
ed, as for us locally the water 
seems to always be there for 
us. In reality, there are some 
real limitations in that our 
water storage capacity is 
limited as city and town sup- 
plies cope with some logical 
ways to please “some of the 
people, some of the time” to 
allow some watering but only 
as much as needed, in light 
of this prolonged heating 
spell that has blanketed the 
area for several weeks. 

Back yard pools are in full 
action as residents seek 
some relief from the sun. Air 
conditioners are impacting 
the electrical grids in record 
fashion, as they have become 
survival instruments in this 
tropical climate. Local fire 
and police staff have seen an 
increased number of calls 
over the weekend for heat 
related medical aid calls, not 
to mention the normal num- 
ber of emergency requests 
for a host of other reasons. 

While we in the northeast 
are trying to deal with the 
excessive heat, coverage of 
the floods in in other states 
make us feel we are so much 
better off than folks moving 
from homes, where streets 
have become rivers and 
boats the only method to 
take all of a person’s belong- 
ings from their flooded out 
home. All of this is so sad 
and makes you wonder 
where this type of weather 
will lead in decades or years 
to come. 

The other thought I have is 
how important some of our 
local permit boards have in 
making decisions on new con- 
struction around the issues of 
the impact this has in the 
future along streams, rivers, 


low land areas, _ ete. 
Sometimes, I feel we take 
these municipal efforts for 
granted in the work of ap- 
proving permits in all com- 
munities by boards and com- 
missions. 


Student testing methods

esting story. Education 
Week reported “the roughly 
5 million students across 11 
states who took the 2014-2015 
PARCC exams via computer, 
tended to score lower than 
those who took the exams 
via paper and pencil.” 

Local school district 
administrators are constant- 
ly attempting to keep up 
with the technology needs in 
their districts, as this is the 
essential way to go. Reports 
as the one I just quoted do 
not help in getting the

merous studies are in pro- 
cess on the reasons for these 
results but my personal bias 
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is that the test themselves 
may be part of the problem |

Owner George Brooks pur- 
chased the property on quiet 
Ward Street in 1972 and has 
been involved in micro or 
small-scale farming, ever

“It’s easier to list what I 
don’t-grow 1 rather than what 
Ido grow,” Brooks said. “I 


_ don’t grow eggplant or Lima 
"| beans because I don’t like 
' them: I find a place for most 

| everything else.” 
_ A micro farm is a farm that 


operates on little acreage. 
Brooks’ half-acre micro farm 
includes an orchard with 33 
apple, two pear and one plum 
tree; multiple vegetable gar- 
dens, :both in ground and in 
containers; a small green- 
house; and a chicken coop 
complete with a flock of hens. 
Seven of the apple trees grow 
of 4n espalier, a railing or 
trellis on which fruit trees or 
shrubs are trained to grow 
flat and take up less space. 

On’ an average year, the 
orchards produce 4,000 
pounds of fruit. Hundreds of 
pounds of tomatoes, squash, 
peppers and other produce 
are ‘harvested and sold at 
the Billerica Farmers Mar- 
ket and the Hollis Flea 
Market. The amount of food 
that he grows in what is vir- 
tually a back yard is 
astounding. 

On a recent visit, several 
varieties of squash (summer 
and.winter), potatoes, beans, 
Brussels sprouts, broccoli, 
cabbage and tons of tomatoes 
grew side by side, in contain- 
ers, on trellises and on the 
wooden fence that surrounds 
the area. Cleared paths ran 
along the rows, providing ac-

cess to the crops. Metal cages 
surrounded the more delicate 
- and delicious - plants to keep 
critters such as rabbits away. 
The micro farms’ plants 
were of various sizes, timed 
so different vegetables be- 
come ripe at different times, 
lengthening the season. Al- 
most every inch of the gar- 
den was used to maximize 
yield. Insect and bird friend-

ly wildflowers grew in seem- 
ingly random bunches to 
attract bees. 

Weeding is done by hand, 
as is watering. Brooks says 
he avoids chemicals whenev- 
er possible and works hard 
to conserve water at all time, 
especially during this sea- 
son’s drought. 

“TJ water by hand just 
enough to last until the next 


rain,” he said. “This year has 
been very challenging.” 

A former machine shop 
supervisor, Brooks’ fascina- 
tion with farming began when 
he was about seven years old 
and visited a relative in 
Somerville whose home over- 
looked the backyard of an 
Italian immigrant. 

“Every inch of the yard was 
covered with tomato plants,” 


he said. “It was amazing how 
much the man could grow in 
such a small space.” 
Inspired, Brooks began ex- 
perimenting with plants, dig- 
ging up weeds and transport- 
ing them to his house in a 
small red wagon before trans- 
planting them into his own 
yard to see if they would grow. 
After Brooks married Cathy 
they moved to Tewksbury 


and bought their first house - 
the one that they still live in. 
Brooks lovingly brought back 
the neglected trees in the 
existing backyard orchard 
and began work on his micro 
farm, learning how to protect 
tender young shoots as they 
grew in the early spring by 
constructing little ecosys- 
tems around them. 

“I collected storm windows 
that my neighbors were 
throwing away and use them 
to cover the plants,” he said. 

Once Brooks retired he 
began micro farming full 
time. Depending on the time 
of year, the days are long and 
the work is hot and hard. But 
Brooks cannot imagine his 
life without his micro farm 
or without the satisfaction 
that good growing provides 
him and his customers. 

“Nothing makes me feel bet- 
ter than hearing repeat cus- 
tomers at the Billerica Far- 
mers Market telling me that 
my tomatoes are the best 
they’ve ever eaten,” Brooks 
said, adding that having the 
perfect soil is the secret to 
growing tasty tomatoes. 

Over the years Brooks has 
experimented with different 
crops, sometimes growing 
giant pumpkins to enter in 
the Topsfield Fair (he won 
the New England division in 
1991). He stopped that effort 
after it became to nerve 
wracking, he said, worrying 
about something going 
wrong after putting so much 
effort into one pumpkin. 
Today he grows many small 
pumpkins and uses a mold 
to shape them into his signa- 
ture “pumpkin:heads.” 

Although the days are often 
long and he’ll never get rich 
from micro farming, Brooks 
said he would never dream 
of giving up the growing life. 

“T used to work very stressful 
jobs and then come home to 
work in the garden. I retired 
and I have been doing it full 
time ever since,” he said.

Ugandan woman becomes U.S. citizen and finds a new home

WILMINGTON — Tall tales 
of streets paved with gold 


y are’ a relic of immigrant sto- 


ries past, but the dream of a 
better life is far from forgot- 
ten. 

For Betty Katongole, be- 
coming a United States citi- 
zen on July 27 was a big piece 
in the puzzle of her American 
dream. 

Born in the Kampala, Ugan- 
da, Katongole first came to 
the United States in 2007 to 
visit her cousins who had set- 
tled in Waltham. 

“T- fell in love,” Katongole 
said’ with a smile. 

She, has lived in the U.S. 


. ever ‘since, In Waltham, she 


found a group of other Ugan- 
dan immigrants who often 
met to watch soccer games. 
At one such gathering in 
2008, she met her future hus- 
band, Moses, and decided to 
stay. Katongole currently 
lives in Burlington. 
Katongole grew up during a 


_ tumultuous time in Uganda’s 


history filled with military 
coups and civil unrest. Des- 


| pite relative stability under 
_ Président Yoweri Museveni, 


who has been in power since 
1986, Katongole said there was 
little room for her to advance, 

“Right now, it’s not as bad 
as it was growing up,” she 
said. “But economically it’s 
not good. I wanted to make 
something out of myself. I 
knew in America I could get 


a second chance at life.” 

While her husband worked to 
provide for their family and 
made his own steps in the 
lengthy process to become a 
USS. citizen, Katongole decided 
to enter the healthcare field. 

Katongole said her career 
path was not unusual for a 
Ugandan immigrants. The 
Migration Policy Institute 
reported in 2011 that 17.2 per- 
cent of African-born immi- 
grants work in the health- 
care support field. 

Despite not having any 
medical experience, caring 
for others runs in Katon- 
gole’s blood as her mother is 
a nurse in Uganda. 

“When I did [nursing] that 
first time,” said Katongole. “I 
just knew this was what I 
wanted. Whenever I took care 
of people, my heart would 
open and be warm.” 

To take a first step into the 
healthcare field, Katongole 
took a Certified Nursing As- 
sistant (CNA) course in 2012 
and took a job as a nursing 
assistant at Woodbriar Health 
Center in Wilmington. 

Katongole’s level of care 
deeply impacted one particu- 
lar patient. At Woodbriar, she 
met Wilmington resident Paul 
Agostino, who was recovering 
from an accident that left him 
with a score of broken bones. 

“There were a lot of people 
who were betting I was going 
to die this,” said Agostino. 
“Obviously I haven’t, and it’s 
due to her. Someone owes me 
money from that bet.” 

Agostino was impressed by

Katongole’s work ethic and 
desire to become a citizen.

“Sometime after that,” Agos- 
tino said. “Either I adopted 
her, or she adopted me.” 

Katongole’s son even asked 
if Agostino would be his 
grandfather, which the beard- 
ed man happily agreed to. 
Agostino explained his surro- 
gate role was quite a feat 
given that he grew up during 
a time when segregation be- 
tween white and black people 
was the norm. 

Agostino said, “That, to me, 
is one of the greatest honors 
from a six-year-old child.”

Katongole and Agostino are 
so close that they can tell 
each other’s stories — Ka- 
tongole fills in the blanks 
where Agostino needs details 
about the timeline of their 
friendship and Agostino gives 
insight to Katongole’s life 
where she’s too humble to 
brag about her hard work. 

What Katongole was proud 
of is the chance to get an edu- 
cation, an opportunity she 
said she wouldn’t have had in 
Uganda. 

“School in Africa is a privi- 
lege,” Katongole said. “Those 
people who have money, they 
go higher. Those who don’t 
have money, they don’t fur- 
ther.” 


Katongole is currently study- 
ing Liberal Arts at Middlesex 
Community College and plans 
to major in nursing, a fact she 
was delighted to share. To her, 
the availability of higher edu- 
cation is the best part about 
being a newly minted Am- 
erican. 

“Being in America and be- 
coming a citizen,” said Ka- 
tongole. “These are the ben- 
efits that come with it.” 

Like many immigrants, Ka- 
tongole isn’t ready to com- 
pletely abandon her roots. 
Her six-year-old son, Eli, 
and husband visited Uganda 
recently, and she hopes to 
someday go back, too. 

Although her son found the 
country disagreeable due to 
the lack of air conditioning 
and his favorite television 
shows, she thinks there are 
lessons worth learning for 
him and his four month old 
brother, Ayden. 

“I would love them to go and 
see where I come from,” said 
Katongole. “It’s good to show 
our children where we’ve 
come from and not let them 
take America for granted.” 

Katongole is far from shy 
about her newfound knowl- 
edge of America which she 
had to learn to pass the citi- 
zenship test, learning every- 
thing about its geography, gov- 
ernment, and history. While 
she had lived in the United 
States for nearly a decade be- 
fore taking the test, she had 
never received formal instruc- 
tion about the country. 

“In case the President dies,” 


quizzed Katongole. “And the 
Vice President is not able to 
perform as a president, who 
would perform as president? 
It’s the Speaker of the House!” 

During the citizenship test, 
five questions are asked at 
random from a bank of 100. 
With no way to know which 
ones would be asked, Katon- 
gole prepared by reading 
books and listening to audio 
tapes of the questions. 

Katongole stressed that it 
was no easy feat to become a 
citizen, but after years of 
waiting and hard work, her 
goal has finally been realized. 

“Now that I’m an American 
citizen,” said Katongole, “I 
say, ‘Thank God? and I’m 
proud.” 

“To overcome what she did,” 
said Agostino.

test over 400 water samples 
provided by the Town. 

The Town has also applied 
for and been accepted into 
the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Pro- 
tection (DEP) technical as- 
sistance grant program. DEP 
will be assisting the Town in 
establishing an online data- 
base of fixtures in the 
schools, including mapping of 
the fixtures, tracking of main- 
tenance, testing, and results. 

Mass DEP will conduct 
their own water sample tests 
of fixtures used for sources of 
consumable water such as 
fountains, and kitchen prep 
sinks. The DEP test results 
will serve as the baseline for 
tracking going forward. Lead 
and copper testing is expected 
to be conducted every three to 
five years going forward. 

The Wilmington Depart- 
ment of Public Works tests 
the Town’s water supply for 
lead, as required by the En- 
vironmental Protection Agen- 
cy and DEP regulations. 

Lead is not in the water 
source, however lead and 
copper can be evident if the 
fixtures where the water is 
coming from contain either 
of these metals. The evidence 
of lead and copper increases 
when a fixture has not been 
used in days or weeks. 

If ingested in elevated doses, 
lead and copper can be toxic. 
Parents. are encouraged to 
speak with their pediatrician 
if they wish to have their chil- 
dren tested for lead or copper.

is now cleaner without them. 
“It’s the same principal 
here as walking a dog in a 
neighborhood,” said Sulli- 
van.

We do have many 
people who pick up after oth- 
ers, which is helpful and we 
do have a Friends of the 
Wilmington Dog Park group 
that comes here regularly 
with their own dogs or with- 
out and are constantly pick- 
ing up other people’s wastes. 

“That’s why I am trying to 
get the word out, just be 
responsible and take our 
own trash and your dog’s 
waste with you.”

Dad Tremlett loved TMHS 
football. He would often 
gather in the endzone with 
the other dads before the 
games, and they would swap 
stories and talk TMHS foot- 
ball shop. Ray and Joan 
were married for 47 years 
and proudly raised their four 
sons in Tewksbury. Dad had 
moved to Tewksbury in 1974 
from South Boston. I often 
saw Ray Tremlett dressed in 
green and sporting many 
shamrocks. I remember that 
Ray was a quiet man with a 
big smile. When Mr. 
Tremlett passed away in 
December of 2006 at the age 
of 73, Tewksbury High 
School lost one of its most 
beloved supporters. 

Thankfully, the sons were 
all blessed by some lessons 
well-learned. I knew a lot 
about three of the boys, but 
nothing about Doug until I 
learned about his ALS diag- 
nosis in the summer of 2014 
when I committed to the 
fundraising and awareness 
phenomena that will be 
known forever as the “Ice 
Bucket Challenge.” That 
challenge has raised over 
100 million dollars for ALS 
research. 

Doug decided early-on that 
despite his own challenges 
he would help to raise 
money and awareness with 
his ALS 360-Doug Tremlett 
Foundation. The foundation 
also helped to provide Doug 
with services such as the 
holistic care that helped to 
prolong his life. But ulti- 
mately, Doug was all about 
giving back and paying it 
forward. He would never 
take a backseat to anyone 
when it came to caring 
about the welfare of others. 

“He helped everybody 
everywhere. He just never 
stood still,” remembers his 
brother Ray. “He tried to do 
normal things, even right 
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Doug Tremlett will 
certainly be missed 


until the end. One of the last 
things that he did was he 
wanted to food shop. He had- 
n’t eaten solid food in a 
year-and-a-half, but he 
called his stepson because 
he wanted to go food shop- 
ping for the family. He 
couldn’t talk at this point, 
but he rode around Market 
Basket pointing at the food.” 

“He always thought about 
somebody else,” said Scott. 
“He cared about the little 
guy. If someone couldn’t 
fend for themselves, he was 
going to stand up for them.” 

“If he had just met you, he 
would help you,” remembers 
Boo. “He would meet you 
one day and the next day he 
was your best friend, like he 
had known you forever. My 
dad taught him that if you 
are going to do something, 
do it right. When he would 
shovel snow in the winter, he 
would shovel at the church 
before he would shovel his 
own driveway. Then he 
would go over and shovel 
snow for my mother.” 

And why hadn’t I met, or 
much less heard about, 
Doug Tremlett? I admitted 
to each of his brothers that 
it more-than-likely was 
because Doug didn’t play 
varsity high school sports. 
Doug played youth sports, 
and was a very good Pop 
Warner football player, but 
once he reached the high 
school he decided to work 
and pump gas at the Mobil 
Station on Route 133, and 
according to his brothers, 
Doug probably could have 
run back-and-forth to work 
with no problem. 

“Tf Doug ever ran track you 
would have known him, 
because he would have 
records right now. He could 
run two or three miles when 
he was eight years old. He 
could run forever,” offered 
Scott.

A life lived with dignity 
and determination 

If I learned anything about 
Doug Tremlett over the few 
days before making the 
drive to Nashua, it was that 
he lived his life with dignity 
and determination. He was 
unwavering in his desire to 
enjoy every moment of his 
life, even after he realized 
something was wrong with 
his body’s motor skills back 
in 2011. 

There was nothing wrong 
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with Tremlett’s attitude 
about life. I learned that he 
enjoyed every moment of his 
life. He lived life to the 
fullest, and made sure that 
his days were never about 
wasting time. I spent two 
days searching the 
Facebook pages of Doug’s 
family and friends. Doug 
was never without a smile in 
the hundreds of photographs 
that I found. There was a 
moving video of Doug 


through the years. He was 
forever smiling, dancing and

In these times when so 
much of what swirls around 
us every day can be touched 
by anger, fear, sadness and a 
sense of quiet desperation, 
Doug’s life was marked by 
none of this. He brought a 
joy to life that we should all 
hold up as an example of 
what can be best about the 
world that we live in. Doug 
was the kind of man who 
dropped whatever he was 
doing at the moment to help 
someone else. There was no 
stranger in Doug Tremlett’s 
world. There was no playing 
lip-service to life when Doug 
was in the room- and his 
spirit more than filled the 
room Saturday afternoon in 
Nashua, New Hampshire.

college years were plagued 
with injuries. But that's 
behind him now. 

"lve had a resurgence in 
my running," the soldier 
explains. “I was bummed 
that my college running 
career didn’t go well.” His 


injuries kept him from com- . 


peting, but he reports he’s 
fine now. “I’ve got the fire to 
keep going.” 

The Army Ten-Miler is an 
extremely competitive and 
high-end running event. It 
is open to people outside the 
military too. The Ten-Miler 
is the third largest foot race 
in the world. 

"It's as close to being the 
Boston Marathon without 
being the Boston 
Marathon,” Pedi explains. 
“The whole course is lined 
with people, and there are 
about 35,000 runners like 
Boston, so there’s always 
someone to run with; you’re 
never lonely.” 

Pedi knows and likes the 
course. He ran it last year. 
The race begins at the 
Pentagon which is technical- 
ly in Virginia. It then pro- 
ceeds across the Potomac 
River into the District of 
Columbia entering DC at the 
Lincoln Memorial. From 
here it loops around an area 
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west of the White House to 
continue down the bank of 
the river and down 
Independence Avenue. After 
the trek by the National 
Mall, runners eventually 
cross two bridges and head 
back towards the finish at 
the Pentagon. 

Last year the JBLM team 
had some injuries to contend 
with. They finished close to, 
but just short of, placing in 
the top three for their divi- 
sion. The team is training 
hard now for the fall event. 
Pedi is optimistic for this 
year. 

“If we stay healthy, we can 
definitely improve over last 
year's finish,” he said.
